A method for the detection of multiple sclerosis comprising: 
providing: i) a first brain tissue sample from a human suspected 
of having a demyelinating disease, ii) a second brain tissue 
sample from a human free from the pathological manifestations 
of a demyelinating disease, and iii) iron binding protein;

A method for the detection of multiple sclerosis comprising:
